In the House on Friday, a discussion 
mrese cn the employment of a iarge 
wumber of United Siates engineers in 
the surveys of the Grand Trunk Paci- 
fie. Clarke of Toronto rated the 
wainister of labor for inaction in not 
having prevented this infringement 
en the rights of Canadian labor, as 
he put it. During the course of the 
discussion Mr. Olive: spoke as fol- 
Rows ;— ; 

Mr. OLIVER. Admitting that there 
38 a grievance in this connection we 
have heard what the hon. Minister of 
Laher proposes to do about it. May 
we know what is the proposition of 
eur hon. friends on the other side? 
I think the hon. member for West 
Toronto was very explicit in his as- 
sertions. Will he be kind enough to 
inform the committee what he preo- 
poses to do? ° 

Mr. CLARKE. If the hon. gentle- 
zmman will turn to ‘Hansard’ when the 
present Alien Labor Act was being 
amended at the instigation of the 
right hon. the PrimesMinister, he can 
maks himself acquainted with what 
may ~iews were as to a proper Alien 
Labor Law. I have sent away the 
bocks, but it is hardly. worth while 
escertaining whether the hon. gentle- 
mzn voted in favor of these amend- 
meny; or not. But I submit that an 
@tlecitive mode would have been pro- 
widel if the amendments that I 
sugzezted in 1901, when’ this Alien 
Labor Law was being put on the 
Statute-bock, had been adepted. If 

> hen. gentleman wishes to know 
what my view of the present situa- 
tien is, I will tell him, that if I avere 
Minister of Labor, I would take im- 
mediate steps to verify the allega- 
tions which have been made by these. 
engineers in Winnipeg, and if I found 
ihe allegations were sustained, 1 


would insist upon haviug the aliens 
employed by the Grand Trunk dis- 


missed at once and their places given 
Ze competent Canadians. 

Mr. OLIVER. The hon. gentleman 
has answered my question so well— 

Mr. CLARKE. Do sou find fault 
with me for answering so well? 

Mr. OLIVHR. No; you answered it 
too well to be logical. It is possible 
to overdo even a good thing. When 
the hon. gentleman said that his posi- 
tion in the first place was that the 
Alien Labor Law should have been 
made so and so to be effective, I could 
wrmderstand that. When he said 
again, that under the Alien Labor 
Law, as it is, he would find a remedy, 
E can understand that, but I cannot 
understand the one position s¢t over 
againsi the other. 

Mr. CLARKE. I am not responsi- 
bie for that. 

Mr. OLIVER. ‘The hon. gentleman 
is responsible for submitting a con- 
tradiction of terms to the House. If 
the Alien Labor Law is as it ought 
to be, then the _ hon. gentleman’s 
amendments were not necessary, and 
if the Alien Labor Law is not as it 
wught to be, then the Minister of 
Zabor is not io blame. Either fhe 
Baw is adequate cr inadequate. If ‘it 
3s adequate then the hon. gentleman 
did not need to move this amendment 
which he blamed me for not voting 
for; and if it is not adequate, then 
&he Minister of Labor cannot be 
blamed, because the law did not por- 
wait him to take action. 

i am not here as a representative 
wf labor as a olass; but if I were I 
would look askance at the argumen’s 
that are put forward tonight in the 
alleged interests of labor. YF have 
met heard until tonight that =rofes- 
sionsl @ngineers’ are of the laboring 
ewlass. I think there is a very vast 
a@ifierence between professional men 
gad laboring men— 


|that the employment of foreign en- 
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Sir CHARLES HIBBERT TUCEPER. 
One labors and the other doesn’t. 
Mr. OLIVER. That is the difference 
exactly. 
.The difference between the profes- 
sional man and the laboring man is 
such as not to warrant the argument 


gineers is an interference with the 
rights of labor. Nobody more than 
the engineers themselves would re- 
sent being put in the same class as 
laborers. If we are talking of pre- 
tecting the interests of labor, let us 
us say so; bat if we are talking of 
protecting professional men, let us be 
honest about that, too, and say so; 
but don’t let us talk about protect- 
ing labor when we are prctecting the 
professions. 

I notice that these same gentlemen 
who are so much excited about pro- 
tecting the engineers who might get 
lowed to go outside the very limited 
ranks of a particular profession for 
the carrying on of such a vast and 
urgent enterprise. If the conten- 
tion is made that none but Canadian 
engineerrs shall be employed upon 
Canadian railroads, we are in the 
line of strengthening one of the 
closest corporations of professional 
men that ever cursed any country— 
and I am here to say that corpora- 
tions of professional men are a. curse 
to this and ali other countries where 
they have control. i make so bold 
as to say in this Heuse, where- there 
employment on the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific, take no nutice of the announce- 
ment made a few days ago that every 
foot of new railway to be constructed 
during the present year by the Cana- 
dian Pacific in the Northwest was 
under contract to an American com- 
pany. In that case the whole man- 
aging and supervising staff will 
naturally or necessarily come in with 
the contractors. But the Canadian 
Pacific Railway is employing them 
and so it makes no difference. But 
in this case, if the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific employs professional men from 
the United States, then the rights of 
labor are infringed upon and the 
government must be denounced. 

I do not represent a jabor constit- 
uency, but I am in favor of protec- 
tion for labor such as it never receiy- 
ed under the so-called national policy 
of the Gonservative government. But 
when it comes down to protecting 
professional men, that is a different 
matter. Generally, professional men 
are able to protect themselves. In 
this case we have a smafl class of pro- 
fessional meu, engineers, in a large 
country. I want to see these profes- 
sional men getting such fair oppor- 
tunity to join in this work, and in 
every other railway work in Canada, 
as we hepe will be assured to them 
by the introduction of a general law, 
as has been suggested by the hon. 
member from Vancouver Island (Mr. 
Ralph Smith). But I am not one 
ef those who would maintain strongly 
that this country should not be al- 
are sO many jyrofessional men—and I 
do not think one of them will contra- 
dict me—that, in beth jaw and medi- 
cine the public are at the ‘mercy of 
close corporations of professional men 
in every province of Canada. And if 
we art to be put under the same ty- 
ranny of professicnal engineers, when 
the country is face to face with 
a great enterprise, then it is some- 
thing that I, for one, cannot jein in 
endorsing. I am wiiling to give onr 
Gngineers every kind of fair treat- 
ment; I am willing to support gen- 
eral legislation that will ensure fair 
play to them, but to consider them 
as a close corporation that we must 
deal with or not deal at all, I am not 
going to put myself in that position, 
let the ‘cost be what it may. — This 
transcontinental railway enterprise 
means a great deal to the people ef 
this country; it means a great dea} 
to them whether it is well engineered 
or badly engineered. _ if we are sup- 
porting this arrangement under a 
proper impression, we believe the na- 
tienal treasury wili not bear the bur- 
den. If we so believe, surely it is 
fair and right that those whose 
money will pay for this railroad shall 
have the opportunity to scoure the 
be:t talent to lay out. the work.. Will 
that not be more greatly in the gen- 
eral irterest of ‘the “people of. this 
eountry than any proposition to hand 
over the engineering oc that great 
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our own Canadian engineers, I for one 


have evidently learned tt thoroughly, 
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enterprise to a practically limited 
professional class organized into a 
close corporation, witliout any pos- 
siblesremédy...

give every reisonable advuntage to
